ise was awarded J3025 damages by'a 
'Jury In Hie United States district court 
'yesterday.

of William J. Bryan lost no opportu- 
nity to attack the recommendations of 
the league during the present confer- 
ence- 
The platform follows: 


"The world conditions of the past

that arbitral 
and 
judicial methods 


Ehould and must increasingly prevail 
in settling international disputes. 


''During the 20th century the . per- 


manent court at The Hague has acted 
on cases involving questions relating 


to Europe, Asia. Alfrica, the islands of 
the Pacific, and the Americas. 
These 


questions Involved financial and terri- 
torial claims and 
such fundamental 


matters as the right to fly the nation- 
al flag and 
to 
exercise jurisdiction 


over national military forces.

facts are clear testimony to the devel- 
opment of arbitration.

and express them with strength and 
sincerity. A considerable part of the 
strength of Mr. Ford in the primaries, 
and of the strength of the advocates of 
half-prepareiness . 
at , . Washington, 


comes from the fact that no real al- 
ternative o£ policy Is offered with sin- 
cerity and fearlessness." 


In urging "universal military service 


based on universal training," Colonel 
Roosevelt said he believed in It because 
It would be not only 
of 
incalculable 


benefit to the nation in the event of 
war, but of incalculable benefit to tho 
Individuals undergoing It," and 
there- 


fore to the nation, as regards the'work 
of peace." He continued:' 


"I believe that the dogr-tent would 


prove a most effective agent for democ- 
ratizing and 
nationalizing our life; 


quite as much'so as the public school, 
and far more so than the American fac- 
tory and the American city as they are 
today. Preparedness through universal 
service would turn out-to be the best 
possible school of practical clvic«. In 
such a. school all men .who are Ameri- 
cans In spirit would get together and 
learn to work together, so as to Insure 
co-operation among our people in so- 
cial and industrial life. Such co-opera- 
tion will secure not merely liberty and 
opportunity, but also the sense of obli- 
gation—which-ia just .as Important-as 
the other two.

paredness has been accepted by the 
country and the necessary funds voted, 
the real work will have only begun.

extreme naval party In Germany has 
recently advocated war with the United 
Slates on the ground that In the end, ns 
the result of such a war, we would 
have to pay all the war expenditures of 
the Germanic powers and their allies." 


"These 
enormous 
sums 
would be 


raised by taxation on all our citizens," 
he said: "those of 
German 
descent 


would pay as heavily as those of any 
other descent; 
and all ' would share 


equally the shamo and 
dishonor. 
A 


foreign foe is the foe'of all of us alike. 
If in this land the citizens of one na- 
tional origin successfully set the fash- 
Ion of influencing this nation to its own 
detriment in the interest of the country 
from which they originally came, soon- 
er or later it is absolutely certain that 
the citizens of some other national or- 
igin will repeat the experiment; and 
this country will be left degraded and 
helpless among the nations.

an event befall us, the bitter bread of 
humiliation will be eaten by all of those 
who dwell In this land, no matter what 
their creed, no matter what their na- 
tional origin.

Men and Microbes 


Yesterday afternoon Dr. Joseph A. 


Mehan gave a health lecture on "Men 
i. id Microbes," in connection with the 
health exhibit on the fourth floor 01" 
the Ghaltfoux store. A small, 
dark- 


ened stage was partitioned oft, and a 
small screen and lantern arranged for 
pictures. The audience, which was of 
encouraging size, included both 
men 


and women, and there' was close at- 
tention paid to the speaker. Dr. Chas. 
K. Simpson lectured In Middlesex hall 
during the afternoon on "Insects and 
Disease." 
The guild has hung several Interest- 


ing placards at the different places in 
which the demonstrations are 
being 


held. One of these reads: "The only 
air to breathe at night is night air. 
Breathe it. Tlie only night air not to 
breathe is last night's air. Open the 
windows and let it out." 


The series o£ pictures shown by Dr. 


Mehan were accompanied by valuable 
suggestions and explanations by the 
doctor. 
They showed how diseases 


are carried by small organisms, and 
gave many valuable hints on avoiding 
such transmission of 
diseases. One 


picture showed an 
ordinary country 


condition, where a typhoid patient oc- 
cupied or.e room of tho house, 
ncai- 


which was a cesspool from the sink, 
an outhouse, and, in the very worst 
place that It could be located, at the 
foot of a slope, the family well. 


Dr. Mehan told how water Is puri- 


fied by storage, keeping It 
perfectly 


still. It is an erroneous Idea, he sain. 
that running water will purify itself. 
Still water will purify itself, but run- 
ning water, never. The harmful bacil- 
li must have filth to live 
upqn, and 


when it has devoured all the filth there 
Is in the water, the bacilli will die and 
water will become pure. 
Charts were shown, indicating tne 


spread of an epidemic down the Mer- 
rimaok river from Concord to Lowell 
and Lawrence, when the river water 
was used for drinking purposes, unfit - 
tered. 
A picture of an old barn was shown 


in connection with the doctor's 
in- 


structions as to 
tho importance of 


clean milk. 
A huge pile of manure 


provided an excellent breeding place 
for flies, and the files contaminated tho 
milk. 
The Stngnnat Pool 


A picture of a stagnant pool sug- 


gested a good breeding place for nios- 
duttoes, and tho doctor said that 
the 
spreading of oil on a pool of IhatkUid 
would result in destroying hundreds 
of thousands of mosquitoes. 
It 
was 


demonstrated at Panama, ho said, that 
you cannot set malaria, or yellow fe- 
ver unless you have been bitten by a 
tnosqulto that has previously bitten a 
patient having one of those diseases- 


Yet the mosquito, he said, Is not so 


great a menace as the fly. It should 
not be called the "house fly," It should 
be called tho '.'typhoid fly." A fly may 
walk over a piece of food today, that 
Is to bo eaten tomorrow and enough 
germs will develop in that piece of 
food to poison a regiment. 
A single 


pair of files will 
develop something 


Ilka two hundred million millions 
of 


flies, in a season. 
A greatly magni- 


fied picture of 
a fly's 
foot 
showed 


thousands of germs carried upon It. 
Another picture showed the progress 
of a fly. from his hatching in the ma- 
nure heap, through various places 
of 


filth, to his final destination, the din- 
ner table. 
The danger from 
public drinking 


cups was emphasized. It is not safe, 
he said, to rtrink from a cup that has 
been used by others, unless 
it 
has 


been positively sterilized. 
The 
very 


worst diseases that we know of can he 
contracted Innocently. 
The common 


towel Is also a great spreader of dis- 
ease. The doctor recommended the US3 
of paper towels in all public places. 


Fruits and green vegetables 
from 


the market 
should 
be thoroughly 


washed before thoy are eaten, and a 
nurse, taking care of a- typhoid pa- 
tient, should not be allowed to carry 
food to others. 
She is a positive car- 


rier of typhoid germs. 


Closing, 
the 
doctor 
quoted 
the 


words of Dr. rasteur: "It is within the 
power of men to 
banish 
from 
the 


world all Infectious diseases."

they have recently fed. and then crawl 
ovec food, infecting It. 


Kcfip flics from the sick, especially 


tho?n 111 with communicable or conta- 
gious diseases. 
Don't forget that flies will carry the 


bacilli of typhoid fever to the food in 
the kitchen and dining-room.

OUR FLAG IN TRADE 


For years, 
Americans 
.who 
have 


toured the world have said on coming 
home that to their immense 
disap- 


pointment they have seen the Rags of 
all nations except the United States 
in foreign ports. This was in spile of 
the fact that we were almost at the 
head of all commercial nations. Un- 
less the unforeseen occurs we shall 
soon lead all trading powers, and it 
can never be- said 
again 
that 
the 


American flag does not float on the 
seven seas. 


We have not yet established our mer- 


chant marine, a bill for which is now 
rn congress, but we have made a good 
beginning. According to the watchful 
and dependable department of com- 
merce, 36S vessels, with a tonnage of 
more than 1,000,000 are now in process 
of construction- or aro under contract 
in American yards. Of these 221 are 
for salt water trade and 1-17 for lakes 
and rivers. The department says that 
these figures denote the greatest ship- 
building activity In our history, 
and 


that every shipbuilding plunt is work- 
ing to capacity. Since then announce- 
ment has been made irutt new plants 
are being established. 


Some papers of a partisan brnnd try

'a government owned merchant marine 


is unnecessary, but they wilfully ig- 
nore the fact that the administration 
has from, .tho, first'declared its belief 
In private enterprise and 'advocated 
the government ships only as a tem- 
porary measure.

BOSTON. May 10.—Miss Laura Louis* 


'Johnson, the attractive little brunette

"We must make this nation as strong 


as are its convictions in reference 
to 


right and 
wronsf," declared 
Colonel 


Roosevelt. "It little matters what our 
ideals may .be and what achievements 
wo may hope for, if these ideals and 
achievements cannot be reduced to ac- 
tion. The events ot the past, and the 
events of today show that 
national 


Ideals amount to nothing if the nation 
lacks the 
power to maintain them 


cgalnst opposition. 


"Therefore, if we are.to win at home- 
against those of our fellow :cltizens 
who believe In the policy of unpre- 
paredness, that is, of national weak- 
r.css and inefficiency, 
we must have 


ctiong and well reasoned convictions 
and express them with strength and 
sincerity. A considerable part of the 
strength of Mr. .Ford in the primaries, 
and o£ the strength of the advocates of 
h£lf-prepare3ness 
at 
Washington; 


comes from, the fact that no real al- 
ternative of policy is offered with sin- 
cerity and fearlessness." 


In urging "universal military .service 


based on universal training," Colonel 
Roosevelt said he believed in it because 
It would be not only of 
incalculable 


benefit to the nation in the. event of 
war, but of Incalculable benefit to tho 
Individuals undergoing it, and there- 
fore to the nation, as regards the- work 
of peace." He continued: 


"I believe that the dog-tent would 


prove a-most effective agent for democ- 
ratizing and 
nationalizing- our 
life; 


quite as. much so as the public- school, 
and far more so than-the American fac- 
tory and the American city as they'are 
today. Preparedness through universal 
service would turn out to be the best 
possible school of practical clvica. In 
such a school all men who are Ameri- 
cans In spirit would get together and 
learn to work together, so as to Insure 
co-operation among our people in so- 
cial and industrial life. Such co-opera- 
tion will secure not merely liberty and 
opportunity, but also the sense of obli- 
gation—'which \3 just as Important.as 
the other two. 


"We must abolish pork-barrel meth- 


ods in the army—as regards army 
posts, navy yards, as regards every- 
thing else. Remembar that after pre- 
paredness has been accepted, by the 
country and the necessary funds voted, 
the. real work will have only begun. 
England's navy represents over three 
centuries and Germany's army over two 


; centuries of development along an un 
broken line of tradition and progress 
to the present stage of efficiency. The 
first and all important essential is to 
divorce the army and navy organiza- 
ilons absolutely from politics." ' 


Colonel Roosevelt asserted thai "the 


extreme naval party in Germany has 
recently advocated war with the United 
States on the ground that'in the end, as 
the result of such a war, we would 
have to pay all the war expenditures uf 
tho Germanic powers and their allies." 


"These 
enormous sums 
would be 1 


rp.ised by taxation on all our citizens," 
he said; "those ot 
German descent 


would pay as heavily as those of any 
other descent: and all 
would share 


equally the shame 
and 
dishonor. 
A 


foreign foe is the foe'of all of us alike. 
If in this land the citizens of one na- 
tional origin successfully set the fash- 
ion of influencing this nation to its own 
detriment in the interest of the country 
from which they originally came, soon- 
er or later it is absolutely certain that 
the citizens of some other national or- 
igin will repeat the experiment; and 
this country will be left degraded and 
helpless among the nations. 
If such 


an event befall us, the bitter bread of 
humiliation will be eaten by all of those 
who dwell in this land, no matter what 
their creed, no matter what their na- 
tional origin. It will be eaten by your 
children and grandchildren and great- 
grandchildren Just as much as by mine. 


"Americanism is a. matter 
of 
the 


spirit, not of birthplace 
or 
descent. 


Among the best Americans I have ever 
known, among the men closest to me in 
social and political life. are. and have 
heen. men born in, or tnen whose fa- 
thers were born in Germany. Ireland, 
the Scandinavian kingdoms, and other 
European counties.

exact level with the other Americans, 
whose ancestors were here In colonial 
limes.

Men and Microbes 


1'esterday afternoon Dr. Joseph ' A, 


Mehan ga^ve a health lecture on "Men 
and Microbes," in connection with the 
health exhibit on the fourth floor o£ 
the Chsllfoax store. A small, dark 
cned stage was partitioned off, and a 
small screen and lantern arranged for 
pictures. The audience, which was of 
encouraging size, Included both 
men 


and women, and there was close at- 
tention paid to the speaker. 
Dr. Chas. 


K. Simpson lectured in Middlesex hall 
during the aftevnoon on "Insects and 
Disease." 
The guild has hung several interest- 


ing placards at the different places in 
which the demonstrations are being 
held. One of Ihesw reads: "The only 
air to breathe at jilght is night air. 
Breathe it. Tho only night air not to 
breathe is last.nlghi's air. Open the 
windows and let it out." 
The series of pictures shown by Dr. 


Mehan were accompanied by valuable 
suggestions and explanations by tho 
doctor. 
They showed how diseases 


are carried by small organisms, aifd 
gave many valuable hints on avoiding 
such transmission of 
diseases. One 


picture showed an 
ordinary country 


condition, where a typhoid patient oc- 
cupied one room of the house, near 
which was a cesspool from the sink, 
an outhouse, and, in tho very worst 
place that It could be located, at the 
foot o£ a slope, the family well. 
Dr. Mehan told how water is puri- 


fied by storage, keeping it 
perfectly 


still. It Is an erroneous idea, he sain: 
that running water will purify Itself. 
Still water will purify itself, but run- 
ning water, never. The harmful bacil- 
li must have filth to live 
upon, and 


when it has devoured all the filth there 
is in the water, the bacilli will die and 
water will become pure. 
Charts were shown, Indicating the 


spread of an epidemic down the Mer- 
rimack river from Concord to Lowell 
and Lawrence, when the river water 
was used for drinking purposes, unfll- 
tered. 
A picture of an old barn was shown 


in connection with the 
doctor's 
in- 


structions as to 
the 
importance of 


clean milk. 
A huge pile of manure 


provided an excellent breeding place 
for flics, and the rtics contaminated tho 
milk. 
The StDgnant Pool 


A picture o£ a stagnant pool sug- 


gested a good breeding place for mos- 
quitoes, and tho doctor said that tho 
spreading of oil on a pool of that kind 
would result in destroying hundreds 
of thousands of mosquitoes. 
It 
was 


demonstrated at Panama, ho said, that 
you cannot jget malaria, or yellow fe- 
ver unless you have been bitten by a 
mosdulto that has previously bitten a 
patient having one ot those diseases. 


Yet the mosquito; ho said, is not so 


great a menace as tho fly. It should 
not be called tho "house ftyj" it should 
be called the "typhoid fly." A fly may 
walk over a piece of food today, that 
Is to be eaten tomorrow and enough 
germs will develop In that 
piece of 


food to poison a regiment. 
A single 


pair of files will "develop 
something 


like two hundred million . millions 
o( 


flies, in a season. 
A greatly magni- 


fied picture of a fly's 
foot showed 


thousands o( germs carried upon It. 
Another picture showed the progress 
of a fly, from his hatching in the ma- 
nure heap, through various places of 
filth, to his final destination, the din- 
ner table. 
The danger 
from 
public drinking 


cups was emphasized. H is not safe, 
he said, to drink from a cup that has 
been used by others, 
unless 
it 
has 


been positively sterilized. 
The very 


worst diseases that we know of can be 
contracted innocently; 
The common 


towel is also a great spreader- of dis- 
ease. The doctor recommended the us = 
of paper towels in all public places. 


Fruits ind green vegetables 
from 


the market 
should be thoroughly 


washed before they are eaten, and a 
nurse, taking care of a 
typhoid 
pa- 


tient, should not bo allowed to carry- 
food to others. 
She is a positive car- 


rier of typhoid germs.

Flics nncl Filth 


Flics are disease 
carriers. 
They 


live and breed In all kinds of filth. 
Flies infect food and liquids by germ- 
laden feet. 
Each female fly can lay 


150 eggs. Files should be kept out ot 
dwellings and the following are a few 
"fly hints" contained 
on a circular 


distributed by the Metropolitan Lite 
Insurance 
company 
in 
connection 


with the health exhibits: 


The presence of flies is a direct evi- 


dence of careless 
housekeeping and 


the existence of filth In some 
form 


about the premises; 


Remember that when and where ab- 


solute cleanliness prevails there will 
bo TIO flies; 
• 


Look daily after' the garbage cans. 


See that they are carefully sprinkled 
with a disinfectant; 


Look carefully after the cuspidors; 


they require constant attention; they 
should always contain a disinfectant; 
Flies feast on tuberculous sputum, 


and hover around 
cuspidors. 
Tho 


specks of flies contain livo tubercle 
bacilli after they have eaten tubercu- 
lous sputum, showlnp that tho bacilli 
will pass through the digestive tract 
of the fly in an active, infective state; 


Flics carry on their mouths and on 


their legs disease 
germs, on which 


they have recently fed. and then crawl 
over food, infecting it. 
Keep flics from the sick, especially 


tho.-n ill with communicable or conta- 
gious diseases. 


Don't forget that flies will carry the 


bacilli of typhoid fever to the food in 
the kitchen and dining-room. 
This is 


no conjecture. 
Tho Spanish-American 
war proved 


this fact; 
The grc.it secret of how to get rid 


of files is cleanliness; screen all food. 


Keep receptacles for garbage care- 


fully covered, ami the cans cleaned or 
sprinkled with oil. lime, or some good 
disinfectant. 


Cover food after a meal. 
Screen all windows am! doois, 
es- 


pecially the kitchen and dinlns-room; 


Don't forget, if you see flies, that 


their breeding place is near by. 


It may be behind the 
iloor, under 


the table or in the cuspidor; 


If there Is no dirt and 
filth 
there 


will bo. no flics; 
If there is a nuisance in the neigh- 


borhood write at once to the health 
-d.epar'mer.t.

Ansonia, Conn., Died Today- 
Guards on Duty 


AXSON1A, Conn., 
May 
19.—Quiet 


prevailed In (he strike district here to- 
day following the riot 
of yesterday 


.when live strikers were shot by armed 
guards during an attack on the plant 
of the Ansonia Manufacturing Co. 


Charles Laepo, one of the men shot, 


died early today. The other four are 
not seriously wounded. The authori- 
ties were on the alert for any further 
outbreak and a large force of deputy 
sheriffs and .special officers patrolled 
the plant and its vicinity. 


Laepo, the dead man, was said 
to 


have been one of 
the strike leaders 


and had a large follow hie among the 
foreign laborers here. The police re- 
ported considerable uneasiness among 
the laborers when 
they 
learned 
of 


Laepo's death, but there was no dem- 
onstration. 


Most of the 150 to 200 men on strike 


are foreign born and are employed in 
the fuse rooms of the company which 
is engaged In making war munitions. 


A large number of them came hero 


recently. 
The plant .employs about 


500 and the other departments are still 
in operation. Today, it was 
under- 


stood, as a measuVe of safety, the girls 
and women, a large number of whon 
are employed by the concern, were ad 
vised to stay at home.

pictures. The audience, which was of 
encouraging size. Included both men 
and women, and there was close at- 
U-ntion paid to tho speaker. Dr. Chas. 
B. Simpson lectured In Middlesex hall 
during tho afternoon on "Insects and 
Disease." 
The guild has hung several Interest- 


Ing placards at the different places in 
which the demonstrations aro 
being 


held. One of these reads: "The only 
air to breathe at night is night air. 
Breathe it. The only night air not to 
breathe is last night's air. Open the 
windows and let it out." 
The series of pictures shown by Dr. 


Mehan were accompanied by valuable 
suggestions and explanations by tho 
doctor. 
Thoy showed how diseases 


are carried by small organisms, and 
gave many valuable hints oh avoiding 
such transmission of 
diseases. One 


picture showed an 
ordinary country 


condition, where a typhoid patient oc- 
cupied one room of tho house, near 
which was a cesspool from tho sink, 
an outhouse, and. in the very worst 
place that it could be located, at the 
foot of a slope, the family well. 


D'r. Mehan told how water Is puri- 


fied by storage, keeping it 
perfectly 


still. It is an erroneous idea, he said, 
that running water wilt purify Itself. 
Still water will purify itself, but run- 
ning water, never. The'harmful bacil- 
li must havo filth to live- 
upon, and 
when it has devoured all the filth there 
is in the water, the bacilli will die and 
water will become pure. 
Charts were shown, Indicating the 


spread of an epidemic down the Mer- 
rimack river from Concord to Lowell 
and Lawrence, when the river water 
was used for drinking purposes, unfll- 
tered. 
A picture of an old barn was shown 


in connection with the 
doctor's .in- 


structions as to 
the importance of 


clean milk. 
A huge pile of manure 


provided ah excellent breeding placo 
for ftles, and the flies contaminated the 
milk.

A picture.ot a stagnant pool sug 


gested a good breeding place for mos- 
quitoes, and tho doctor said that the 
spreading of oil on a pool of that kind 
would result in destroying hundreds 
ot thousands of mosci'ultoes. 
It was 


demonstrated at Panama, ho said, that 
you cannot get malaria or yellow fe- 
ver unless you havo been bitten by 
mosquito that has previously bitten a 
patient having one oE those diseases. 


Yet the mosciuito, he said, Is not so 


great a menace as tho fly. It shoul< 
not be called the "house fly;" It should 
be called the "typhoid fly." A fly ma>
